ith the NYL

Brisbane competition in 
Winter, he was now 
refereeing all year round. 
His first season in Brisbane 
brought him a final 
appointment as referee in 
the Queensland Soccer Club 
Cup, a knockout 
tournament for Second and 
Third Division Clubs. He 
was also a linesman on the 
Interstate clash between 
Queensland and New South 
Wales. The following season 
he had his first taste of 


Queensland’s premier 
soccer competition, the 
Brisbane XXXX 


Two successful field tests 
meant he achieved his Class 1 
Certificate. The season 
finished with him refereeing 
the Third Division Grand 
Final. 

That led to his biggest test 
so far. His performances in 
Brisbane and on the NYL 
earned him a nomination for 
the National Soccer League 
referees panel for the 1995-96 
season. This was accepted, 
When the delayed, revamped 
Ericsson Cup finally got under 
way, he was appointed to the 
Round One fixture between 
Sydney United and West 
Adelaide. “I heard about the 
game on Tuesday, it was 
being played that Sunday 
night, It was the longest, 
slowest five days of my life!” 

On Sunday, 8th October 
1995, aged 22'years and one 
month, he became the 
youngest referee ever to take 
control of a soccer match at 
this level in Australia, There 
were 4,160 spectators inside 
Edensor Park to witness it. 
There were five television 
cameras to record his every 
move from all angles. There 
were commentators and expert 


Gaz Kulscar will 
surely be on Terry 
Venables list of players to 
watch. The Royal Antwerp

Ordinarily, 2 
referee is expected to spend 
two years at the highest level 
of soccer in his state before 
being considered for national 
duties. This would generally 
involve around 25-30 games.

“Yes, you could 
say it was a steep learning 
curve!” he agrees, 

Part of the reason for his 
rapid rise to NSL level has 
been the Talent Acceleration 
Program. Launched Australia 
wide in February 1994, in 
reaction to a decision by FIFA. 
to reduce the retirement age of 
international referees and 
linesmen from 50 to 45, the 
program aimed to ide 
referees with the potential to 
achieve this level of 
performance and accelerate 
their development toward 
doing so. Shield is the clearest 
evidence so far, in Queensland 
at least, that the program is 
achieving its objective. 
However, a number of 
younger referees are waiting 
in the wings, capable of 
following in his footsteps. 

Meanwhile Shield has 
enjoyed further success in the 
recently completed Brisbane 
season, refereeing the XXXX 


League Grand Final in early 
September. The biggest game 
‘on the Queensland calendar, 
this is obviously the one all 
the local referees aim for, so 
the appointment meant a lot to 
him. By all accounts he gave a 
very capable performance and 
given his age, it could be the 
first of many. He also came 
close to a clean sweep in the 
“Referee of the Year” awards, 
second in the vote by club 
coaches, but top of the list in 
the eyes of his fellow referees 
and the Appointments Board. 
In his carly days as a 
referee, watching “The Big 
Match” on television, Shield 
aspired to reach the level of 
his role model, Richard 
Lorenc, and the other top 
referees of the time. While 
doing so has obviously 
involved considerable effort 
on his part, he readily 
acknowledges the assistance 
of others. He names 
McGowan and Such as the 
two major influences on his 
career, and is grateful to his 
parents for their constant 
support. Many of his 
colleagues have also helped in 
various ways over the years. 
In particular, the experienced 
senior referees in Brisbane 
have always been ready with 
advice and encouragement 
since his arrival from 
Rockhampton for his first 
NYL game. Those same 
referees are now striving to 
take over from him on the 
NSL panel, should he show 
any signs of slipping up. Its all 
part of the game, and as he 
says, it helps him to maintain 
his standards and ensure that 
the situation doesn’t arise. 
Looking ahead, his next 
target is the much sought after 
FIFA badge. Queensland has 
been without a FIFA referee 
since Bill Monteverde retired 
in 1992. Shield has 


ambititions to fill the gap, and 
sees his attendance at the 
Oceania Footbal! 
Confederation Elite Referees 
course in Auckland in March 
this year as a step in the right 
direction. Of 20 referees on 
the course, 18 were current 
FIFA panel members. The 
exceptions were Shield and 
fellow Australian Brett Hugo 
of New South Wales, their 
inclusion being a sign of their 
potential to achieve this level 
at some future date, 

He has already sampled 
intemational soccer, as fourth 
official at the Australia versus 
Sweden clash in February. 
Although no closer to the 
action than sitting at a table on 
the touchline, looking after 
paperwork and substitutions, it 
‘was enough to convince him 
that he wanted more of the 
same, “The last time I'd seen 
any of the Swedish players 
was on television in the semis 
of the 1994 World Cup. To 
walk onto the pitch with them 
less than two years later was 
an incredible feeling. The 
crowd, the noise, the 
atmosphere were all on a 


much higher level than I'd 
ever experienced before. And 
when the game started — well, 
T'd have given my left leg to 
get out there!” 


Like many Australian 
sports people, Shield has 
Sydney 2000 at the back of his 
mind. With women’s soccer 
now established and the men's 
event second only to the 
World Cup in prestige, the 
opportunities for Australian 
referees are enormous. 
“Obviously I'd love to be 
there” he said, “But it won't 
just happen. I have to work 
towards my FIFA badge first. 
Tneed at least two more good, 
strong seasons on the NSL to 
have any chance.” (The 
‘minimum age for the award of 
a FIFA referees badge is 25). 
“But what could be a better 
motivator?” Well maybe one 
thing. The dream of so many 
in Australian soccer over the 
years, realised by so few. “To 
take part in the World Cup 
Finals” he says. “That has to 
be my ultimate goal.” Given 
his progress so far, who's to 
say he won't achieve it?

anchester United 

manager Alex 
Ferguson was confident, 
Louis van Gaal of Ajax 
Amsterdam was uncertain 
but both their sides face the 
humbling prospect of a 
European Cup exit, 

‘The two men watched their 
teams slump to home defeats 
in the Champions’ League last 
week, casting considerable 
shadows over their presence in 
the quarter-final stages of the 
competition. 

Those defeats, the second 
at home for each team, have 
left both clubs with the 
unenyiable, uphill task of 
travelling away from home 
and effectively needing a win 
to qualify. History is against 
‘both of them in the sense that 
no side has ever qualified for 
the latter stages of the 
competition after losing two 
home matches in the 
Champions’ League, 

‘Another giant’ whose place 
in the latter stages is by no 
means certain are Italian 
champions AC Milan whose 
away draw at Porto left them 
needing one point from the 
final showdown in Italy with 
Rosenborg Trondheim of 
No-way, to secure a quarter- 
final trip to Juventus, 

For English champions 
Manchester United, who went 
down 1-0 in a thrilling match 
with European title-holders 
Juventus at Old Trafford, the 
‘equation is straightforward — 
they need to win against 
Rapid Vienna on December 4, 
The task is made slightly 
simpler by the fact that the 
‘Austrians have already been 
eliminated from the 
competition, 

A draw would be enough if 
Juyentus, who have already 
quilified impressively at the 


top of the group, beat Turkish 
club Fenerbahce in Turin 
because United came out one- 
goal better in the two clashes 
with the Turks. 

But if Fenerbahce produce 
another upset similar to the 
‘one which saw them steal a 
surprise 1-0 win at Old 
‘Trafford, then it is curtains for 
United. 

There was a suggestion 
that, with the hard work out of 
the way, the Italians might 
ease up in the final match but 
that idea was quickly scotched 
by Juventus coach Marcello 
Lippi. 

“I can state categorically 
we will play in our usual 
manner and I hope sincerely 
that we will our final game,” 
he said after Wednesday's 
game. 

“There is no question that 
now we have qualified we will 
‘ease up against Fenerbahce. 
We do not play like that, we 
play to win.” 

Those were comforting 
words to Ferguson who 
appeared confident that his 
side could still qualify: 

“Juventus play to win every 
match out of habit, I know 
they will not ease up against, 
the Turks, Tam happy to go to 
Vienna knowing we must win. 
“Now we have a great chance 
of going through. It is up to us 
to get a result in Vienna.” 

For Ajax, beaten by 
Juventus in the final last year, 
the job of qualifying is made 
more difficult by the fact that 
they are one of three teams on 
nine points and one of the 
others is Grasshopper Zurich, 
Ajax’ final opponents. The 
third team is French side 
Auxerre, who beat Ajax 2-1 
onWednesday, and have the 
relatively simple task of 
hosting Glasgow Rangers. 


Havelange 
causes

IFA boss Joao 

Havelange, who caused a

Van Gaal was hardly 
optimistic, though, and

If Manchester United do 
qualify they will face Porto in 
the quarter-finals while Ajax, 
depending on how the group 
finishes, would meet either 
Atletico Madrid or Borussia 
Dortmund. 


TT head of Portugal’s 
referees organisation 


stepped down last week 
amid a nationwide scandal 
that has left many 
Portuguese feeling that their 
favourite sport is corrupt to 
the core. 

The president of the 
Portuguese Football 
Council of Referees, judge 
Jose Cruz Pereira, announced 
his resignation at a meeting of 
top league officials aimed at 
cleaning up the game. 

“You don't preach honesty, 
you practice it,” said Cruz 
Pereira, who is under a 
judicial investigation after he 
admitted he had asked police 
to spy on a club chairman 
whom he suspected of bribing 
areferee. 

Allegations of bribery and 
match-fixing involving club 
directors and referees have 


made front-page news for the 
last two weeks, prompting 40 
intellectuals to announce 
yesterday they had switched 
allegiance from _ their 
Portuguese clubs to Spanish 
Teague leader Barcelona. 

“We've all changed our 
wives or husbands, our 
political parties and our jobs 
but never our clubs,” the 
group, known as the 
“Barcelona Faction’, wrote in 
a statement. 

On Wednesday a court 
sentenced the chairman of 
first division side Leca and a 
former referee to prison for 
bribery following a major 
match-rigging investigation. 

An investigation is 
currently under way into 
allegations that Portuguese 
champion Porto sought to 
bribe a referee 12 years ago 
before a European Cup- 


Winners Cup match against 
Scotland’s Aberdeen. Both 
Porto and the Romanian 
referee in charge of the game 
have denied the charges, 
Porto, who have qualified 
for the quarter-finals of this 
season's European

finally awoke from their 
European nightmare with a 
21 victory over a weakened 
Grasshopper Zurich in 
Glasgow on Wednesday. 

Veteran Scotland 
international McCoist blasted 
a double against the Swiss, 
who were missing their 
leading scorers Murat Yakin 
and Viorel Moldovan through 
suspension, to gain revenge 
for the 3-0 loss in Zurich in 
September which marked the 
start of another dreadful 
European campaign. 

The 34-year-old, Rangers’ 
top scorer in Europe, netted a 
penalty then fired in his 
second before whipping off 
his blue jersey in celebration 
as the Scottish champions 
bagged their first Champions’ 
League win since March 
1993. 

His strip earned him a 
booking from Hungarian 
referee Laszlo Vagner but 
McCoist and 34,000 fans 
didn’t care as Rangers’ 
stopped the rot of four straight 
European defeats this season 
to Ajax (twice), Grasshopper 
and Auxerre, 

Goalkeeper Andy Goram 
even stopped his second 
penalty in a week to deny the 
Swiss who could now miss 
out on a last-eight place as 
Auxerre won at Ajax. To 
complete the delight for the 
Rangers’ fans they even saw 
Grasshopper striker 
Turkyilmaz booked, 
apparently for a gesture to the

Rangers, without the 
suspended Paul Gascoigne
